Casady was clearly entitled to sec­ 
ond position. Those who placed the 
contestants before the judges mads 
known tlie positions, 
placed 
Miss 
Class next to last. 


Leroy Brown, of Shelbyville, who 
represented Shelby county, was in 
fourth position and Walter Richard­ 
son, of College Corner, Ohio, repre­ 
senting Union county, was given last 
place. 


The interest in the contest was l e s s 
than it merited. 
It was one of the 
most spirited ever.is ever held ie the 
high school. 
There wore less than 
a hundred people in attendance. 
All 
of the speakers were applauded liber­ 
ally and the local contestant was giv­ 
en a rousing demonstration. 
The subject of discussion for all 
of the five w a s “ The Proposed New 
Constitution for Indiana.” 
It vas 
explained that each contestant had a 
right to d isc u ss pie t-*pic from any 
angle they saw tit. 
This advantage 
was taken by most of the spea kers. 
Leroy Brown, wlc> e ; oke fix s t, held 
that a new constitution 
should 
be 
adopted. 
Although he agreed that 
statewide prohibition, a révisai of t!,e 
taxation system, the initiative and 
referendum and many other mucu 
needed reforms should be incorpor­ 
ated, his main contention 
for 
the 
adoption of a new constitution was 
the imperative necessity of putting 
into use the short ballot. This form 
of voting, he said, was used in °-9 
states and 320 of the principal eit'es, 
as well as in most of the kingdoms of 
Europe. 
In the first place, Brown contended 
the short ballot would eliminate the 
political boss, one of tlie ills of Hie 
body politic. 
He declared that the 
disgraceful 
condition 
of 
politics 
keep good men out of politics. In the 
second place, he argued that better 
men would be elected if 
the 
short 
ballot were used. 
Vernal Casady asserted that 
the 
people of Indiana were denied the 
right of governing themselves under 
the present constitution which was 
ad o p ted 
in 1851. Because 
of 
the 
growth of population and the change 
in methods the adoption of a 
new 
constitution is imperative, 
Casady 
contended. 
He asserted that there 
was no opportunity to get justice un­ 
der the present 
constitution. 
Cas­ 
ady stated that the farmers of the 
first- constitution protected the peo­ 
ple against foreigners, but that those 
who made the constitution of 1851. 
the one in use now, reduced the time 
of residence to six months in order 
to vote so that a foreigner has now 
only to declare his intentions. 
This 
made suffrage too cheap, the young 
Co ntinued o n Pa g e 6 .

Log House Still Standing in Jersey 


City Was 
Lodging House 
For 


Travelers to Market Years Ago. 


WAS ON ROAD TO CINCINNATI 


Mrs. Ailce King of Jersey 
Cijty 
said today that the old 
tavern 
in 
Jersey city was older than the one in 
the Webb neighborhood, 
southwest 
of the city, described in the 
Daily 
Republican yesterday. 
She said the 
little log house that 
stands 
just 
south of Noah Matlock’s home 
in 
Cireleville was used as a tavern in 
the olden days and that it is at least 
i hundred and ten or fifteen years 
old. 
The place has been inhabited 
by tennants and their families until 
recently. 
Mrs. King’s husband, Elisha King, 
were he living now, would be a hun­ 
dred years old. 
He has often told 
his wife that the little log house wa< 
used as a tavern when that road was 
the trail to tlie Cincinnati market, 
which was 
the 
principal 
trading 
po int for this community. Mrs. King 
says her husband has often related 
how farmers, driving 
their 
hogs 
through to market afoot, would stay 
at the tavern all night and keep their 
hogs in the barn lot. When Mr. King 
came to this county from Richmond 
at the age of twenty seven years, the 
house was then an old one. 


Gates Sexton, a well known attor­ 
ney of this city, died last night at 
eleven o’clock after a three weeks’ 
illness. 
Mr. Sexton suffered an at­ 
tack of the grippe about three weeks 
ago and cerebral meningitis develop­ 
ed which caused bis death. He was 
taken to the Sexton sanitorium about 
a week ago that ho 
might 
receive 
careful attention and he passed away 
there. 
Mr. Sexton had been uncon­ 
scious for the last three days and 
death had been expected. 


The death of Mr. Sexton came a s 
a shock to his many friends and rel­ 
atives. Although his condition 
was 
known to be very bad by the immedi­ 
ate family and death had been ex­ 
po«'ted for several days, it never-the- 


less came as a surprise. Mr. Sexton 
was fifty-four years old and is sur­ 
vived by one son, William Sexton, his 
aged mother, Mrs. Anna Sexton, and 
two half-sisters, Mrs. Z. E. Mauzy, 
of San Francisco, Cul., and Mrs. S. 
W. McMahan, also of California. 
Gates Sexton was the son of the 
late Leonidas Sexton, one time lieu­ 
tenant governor of 
Indiana. 
Mr. 
Sexton was an active Republican and 
served one term in the state legisla­ 
ture. lie was one of the well known 
members of the Rush County Bar 
association and for a 
number 
of 
years was the senior partner of the 
law firm of Sexton and McColgin, 
W ill C. McColgin, the junior member 
of the firm was a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Sexton and died November 20. 
1913. 
Gates Sexton was horn in Rush- 
ville, August 27, 1859 and had lived 
here all bis life. 
He was graduated 
from the local schools and attended 
Wabash College, Crawfordsvflle, for 
about three years. 
While in college 
he took an active part in college life 
and was a member of the Delta Tan 
Delta Fraternity. On leaving college 
Mr. Sexton took up the practice of 
law and in this profession was very 
successful. 
Mr. Sexton was a lover 
of outdoor sports and was the var­ 
sity pitcher one year while in college. 
Mr. Sexton suffered the misfortune 
of losing his wife on October 22, 
1912. 
On July 13, 1913, his daugh­ 
ter, Miss Suanna Sexton, was called 
by death and then his brother-in-law, 
Will C. McColgin. 
At a meeting of the Rtisli County 
Bar association held this 
morning 
and presided over by Judge John D. 
Megee arrangements were made to 
attend the funeral services in a body

El Pnso, Tex ., May 10.—All things 
considered it is rather a remark able 
thing that there hav e not been seriou s 
ou tbreak s between 
Mex icans 
and 
Americans here and in Ju arez which 
is ju st across a short bridge ov er 
tlie Rio Grande. 
El Paso’s popu la­ 
tion of 40.000 is largely Mex ican, 
and there are a great many Ameri­ 
cans in Ju arez. 
At v ariou s times, 
strained relations between the Con­ 
stitu tionalists or the Federal« and 
the American 
administration 
hav e 
seemed near the break ing point, and 
El Pasoans hav e look ed for trou ble, 
that has nev er come. 


It costs only fiv e cents on the trol­ 
ley line to cross the national bou nd­ 
ary into Ju arez. 
In that Mex ican 
city , now controlled hv Constitu tion­ 
alists are gathered hu ndreds of gam­ 
blers from North America, 
racing 
men, promoters of cock fights and 
hu ll fights, and the u su al haYigers-on 
of these amu sements. 
The racetrack is only a short dis­ 
tance from Ju arez. 
It can he read i­ 
ed in le ss than an hou r from almost 
any point in El Paso. Instead of be­ 
ing limited to a period of day s, the 
race meetings some times are stretc­ 
hed ou t ov er a period of months. 
It 
is pointed ou t here that the easy 
money of the race track affords eoijp- 
siderahle au gmentation to the fu nds 
of the Constitu tionalists—or to tfje 
Federal*?^ for that matter if the FeTr- 
erals happen to he in power at Ju ar­ 
ez. 
Bu t the race track is not the only 
attraction for gamblers 
and 
other 
lov ers of ‘‘sport" which Ju arez holds 
ou t.

the “sav ing” of the city . They figu re 
that while the city might he sav ed, 
it wou ld he sav ed for the Constitu ­ 
tionalist soldiers, and not for tlie in­ 
habitants. 
With all the, gambling, cock fighting 
and horseraeing that one’s 
heart

sort of thing, it is little wonder that

for lingerie pillows for 15 cents. 
This border is one and one-half in­ 
ches wide and may be dev eloped in 
heav ily padded solid work and ey e­ 
lets, combined, or used separately . 
Fine white mercerized cotton should 
be used in dev eloping this design 
for both the flowered border and the 
scalloped edge. 
The scallops are from pattern 
14 4 7 8, which contains six y ards and 
four corners of oue-half-inch wide

border for ten cents. This pattern 
may be used for finishing the edges 
of small household linens, under­ 
wear, n e c k w e a r , and children’s 
clothes.

A iU ADb BRiNG RESULTS 


(S p ecial to the D aily R epublican) 
Washington, 
May 
16 .—The 
in­ 
creasing use of aluminum in the Uni­ 


ted States is illustrated by the fact 


that nearly 27 million pounds of that 


metal or manufacturers thereof were 
imported during the last fiscal y ear, 
this being almost double the quantity 
imported in 19 10 or 19 12 and repre­ 
senting 40 per cent of the entire im­ 
ports during the decade ended with 
June, 19 13. 
The imports in the first 
eight months of the 
current 
fiscal 
y ear for which returns have been re­ 
ceived by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of 
Commerce, 
shows 
some 
recession 
from the high record imports of 19 13, 
so far as applies to crude aluminum, 
hut they are still coming in at a more 
rapid rate than in 19 12 or any prior 
y ear. In the eight months ended with 
February of the 
last 
three 
fiscal 
y ears, imports of manufactured al­ 
uminum increased from $131.58 9 in 
19 12 to $2,7 28 ,7 30 in 19 13, receded to 
9 15 in the current y ear; while these 
of crude and scrap aluminum, which 
rose from $1,006 ,047 in 8 months of 
19 12 to $2,7 28 in 19 13, receded to 
$1,8 6 4,202 in the current period, their 
total being, 
however, 
considerably 
above tlie average level touched dur­ 
ing the past ten y ears. 


By far the larger portion of the 
United States is manufactured in our 
own factories. Of last y ear’s impor-, 
tations for example, aggregating 5 
million dollars in value, manufactur­ 
ed aluminum represented a total <>t‘ 
less than three-quarters of a million, 
and crude aluminum 
4 1 3 
million 
dollars. The importation of upwards 
of 27 million pounds of crude and 
other aluminum is merely supplemen­ 
tal to the home product, which has 
advanced from 11 million pounds in 
19 08 to Go-» million pounds, valued 
at 12 million dollars, 
in 
19 12. 
In 
addition to this, we produce annually 
from 150,000 to 16 0,000 
tons 
of 
beauxite, the ore from which al uni inr­ 
um metal is obtained, the output in 
19 12 having been 159 ,8 6 5 tons, or 
treble the figure of 19 08 . 


The extent and variety of the uses 
of aluminum may he inferred from a 
consideration of its properties. While 
it is 
extremely 
light 
only 
about 
23 times heavier than water— it 
p o s­ 
sesses great 
malleability , ductility , 
and tensile strength. 
It is easily al­ 
loy ed with other metals, and strongly 
resists the influences of air. water, 
and vegetable acids. 
For these rea­ 
sons it is to an increasing extent em­ 
ploy ed in making 
kitchen 
utensils, 
surgical appliances, jewelry , fancy 
articles, heavy hearings for machin­ 
ery . etc. 
In these various forms it is 
being exported to every grand divis­ 
ion of the world, our sales lust y ear 
being especially heavy 
in 
Uanada, 
England, and India. Japan, Austra­ 
lia. Germany and Brazil rank next in 
value of purchases from 
us, 
while 
sales were recorded in smaller quan­ 
tities in practically every part of the 
civilized 
globe. Of the ‘ aluminum 
manufactures which we import, Ger­ 
many and England are the important 
sources. 
The crude metal is brought 
from a 
dozen 
different 
countries, 
8 1 3 million pounds from Germany , 
6 3j million from Canada, 4 3 5 mil­ 
lion from England. 2’ million from 
France, 1 million each from Switzer­ 
land and Austria-Hungary , 
slightly

Mateors and Meteorites. 


A meteor is any luminous or fiery 


object that traverses space, as shooting 
stars, falling stars, etc. 
A meteorite 


Is a mass of mineral matter which 
reaches the earth from upper space. 
The fall of a meteorite is often pre- 
ceded by the flight of a fireball through 
the sky and by an explosive sound, but 
not always, for they sometimes reach 
the earth without any previous notice. 
They have been recorded ever since 
the world began, and, of course, some 
fall which are never recorded. 
The 


British museum contains a collection 
of 500 meteoric stones, of which twelve 
fell within the British islands and the 
rest in other parts. Almost every mur 
seum of any note has a collection of 
them, ranging in size from a few 
pounds to hundreds of pounds. Lieu- 
tenant Peary brought one from Green- 
land that weighed thirty-sis and one- 
half tons. There are authentic cases 
of narrow escapes from meteorites, but 
only one in history of a person being 
killed, and that man was in India, in 
1827.—Philadelphia Press. 


Beats the Carpenter's Record. 


The discovery of a carpenter •whose 


father, grandfather and great-grand- 
father practiced the same craft has 
been commented upon in several news- 
papers and at Lamberhurst, in Kent, 
there is a family who have been inn- 
keepers for four centuries. In coun- 
tries where the caste system prevails 
such a record would be thought utter- 
ly insignificant.

made the defendant in a sensational 
divorce suit yesterday in the Henry 
county circuit court. Ruth B. Adams, 
the plaintiff, demands ,, $10,000 
ali- 


mony in addition to an allowance for 
attorney fees and expenses in the 
case. 


Both parties in the suit are well 


known here. Mr. Adams is the father 
of Mrs. Walter Thomas of this city. 
Mr. Thomas is manager of the pro- 
duce company, which Mr. Adams 
owns here. The plaintiff is the sec- 
ond wife of the defendant. 


According to the complaint the

um bearing ores on the public lands. During this period of need-

PERSONS, so that their content of radium—the only medical remedy 
for cancer—may be exploited for private profit, instead of being used 
for the public good.

(By United Press.) 


El Paso, Tex., May 16.—All things 


considered it is rather a remarkable 
thing; thai there have not been serious 
outbreaks between 
Mexicans 
and 


Americans here and in Juarez which 
is just across a short bridge over 
the Rio Grande.- El Paso's popula- 
tion of 40,000 is largely Mexican, 
and there are a great many Ameri- 
cans in Juarez. 
At various times, 


strained relations, between the Con- 
stitutionalists or the Federals and 
the American administration 
have 


seemed near the breaking point, and 
El Pasoans have looked for trouble, 
that has never come. 


It costs only five cents on the trol- 


ley line to cross the national bound- 
ary into Juarez. 
In that Mexican 


city, now controlled by Constitution- 
alists are gathered hundreds of gam- 
blers from North America, racing 
men, promoters of cock fights and 
hull fights, and the usual hangers-on 
of these amusements. 


The racetrack is only a short dis- 


tance from Juarez. It can lie reach- 
ed in less than an hour from almost 
any point in El Paso. Instead of bc.- 
ing limited to a period of days, the 
race meeting's some times are stret^-, 
lied out over a period of months. It 
is pointed out here that the easy 
money of the race track affords co 
siderable augmentation to the funds 
of the Constitut ionalists—or to ,tfje 
Federals,- for that matter if the Feit- 
erals happen to be in pon-er at Jii'aiT- 
ez. 


But the race track is not the only 


attraction for gamblers 
and othei 


lovers of "sport" which Juarez holds 
out. 
There are the cock fights the 


roulette wheels, the faro bank?;, "no 
limit but the ceiling'" poker games, 
and last and most important of all 
"Keno." 
( 


Keno has all the advantages of a 


lottery, in that a large number ol 
persons can play at the same time 
and 
get 
instant 
action. If the 


"sports'- are interested, settlements 
take place every few minutes. With 


he odds large because of so many 
slayers'the winner draws down a 
considerable pot 
for 
the 
amount 


nvested. In playing this favorite of 
he Juarezites, every player is given 
for a small fee, usually ten cents, 
a card which bears from fifty to one 
Kindred numbers. 
With one hun- 


tred persons taking part, this would 
nake a pot of $10 from which would 
)e deducted the bank's commission. 


A "house" employee draws dupli- 


cate numbers from a box slowly, call- 
ng them out to the waiting men, who 
liave their cards before them, with 
little bits of gun wadding ready to 
)e^stuck on (he numbers upon their 
cards, as these are announced by the 
caller. 
The first man to complete a 


row- of three numbers covered with 
gun wadding shouts "Keno," and he 
gets the pot. 


As in all gambling games, the pos- 


sibilities for an argument resulting 
in a genera! melee are tremendous, 
especially when the character of the 
not blooded Mexicans is taken into 
onsideration. The trouble about a 
Bght is that the Mexicans want to 
get their knives into action, or in- 
dulge in a little shooting, in which 
latter phase the cowboy element from 
Texas is only too ready to accomo- 
date them. 


Then there is no police force 


worth of the name in Juarez and in 
the event of a real riot lasting over 
a period of days the only appeal 
which could be made would be to Vil- 
la. And many of the Mexicans them- 
selves would rather their city be pull- 
ed down about their ears than ap- 
peal to him, knowing full well what 
.vould probably follow should the 
soldiers be "turned loose" following 
the "saving" of the city. They figure 
that while the city might be saved, 
it would be saved for the Constitu- 
tionalist soldiers, and not for the in- 
habitants. 


With all the, gambling, cockflghting 


and horseracing that one's

"a tremendous number of men fond 
of that sort of thing, the very chara- 
acter of men, usually, who are most

. Washington, May 10.—The 
in- 


creasing use of aluminum in the Uni- 
ted States is illustrated by the fact 
that nearly 27 million pounds of that 
metal or manufacturers thereof were 
imported during the last fiscal year, 
this being almost double the quantity 
imported in 1910 or 1912 and repre- 
senting 40 per cent of the entire im- 
ports during the decade ended with 
June, 1913. 
The imports in the first 


eight months of the 
current 
fiscal 


year for which returns have been re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of 
Commerce, shows some 
recession 


from the high record imports of 1913, 
so far as applies to crude aluminum, 
but they are still coming in at a more 
rapid rate than in 1912 or any prior 
year. In the eight months ended with 
February of the last 
three 
fiscal 


years, imports of manufactured al- 
uminum increased from $131,589 in 
1912 to $2,728,730 in 1913, receded lo 
915 in the current year; while these 
of crude and scrap aluminum, which 
rose from $1,000,047 in S months of 
1912 to $2.728 in 1913, receded to 


$1,804,202 in the current period, their 
total being, 
however, 
considerably 


above the average level touched dur- 
ing the past ten years. 


By far the larger portion of the 


United States is manufactured in our 
own factories. .Of lust year's impur-. 
tations, for example, aggregating 5 
million dollars in value, manufactur- 
ed aluminum represented a total of 
less than three-quarters of a million, 
and crude aluminum 41/3

dollars. The importation of upwards 
of 27 million pounds of crude and 
other aluminum is merely supplemen- 
tal to the home product, which has 
advanced from 11 million poun'ds in 
1908 to Go! million pounds, valued 
at 12 million dollars, in 1912.
